S.R.O. 630. — Whereas by virtue of clause (c) of section 11 of the Indian Tea 
Control Act, 1938 (VIII of 1938), tea exported by post in packages not exceeding 
one pound avoirdupois in weight is exempted from the operation oi Uiapter 11 

of the said Actt 1 

And whereas the Central Government, considers It necessary in the interest of 
the Indian tea industry that the said limit of one pound should be increased to 
ten pounds; 

Now, therefore, in exercise of the powers conferred by sub-section (1) of 
section 40 of the said Act, the Central Government hereby suspends indefinitely 
the operation of Chapter II of the said Act in far as it applies to tea exported 
by post in packages exceeding one pound avoirdupois, in weight but not exceeding 
ten pounds avoirdupois in weight.
